We maintain growing plants of all our Fuchsias for display purposes and our garden 
is a riot of color all during the summer and fall. The public is cordially invited to 
enjoy this display and here you may see the Fuchsias grown in the various forms; trail- 
ing in hanging pots, trained to tree form, and also espaliered. Each year we hold a 
Fuchsia Show at the Nursery open to the public when Fuchsias are at the height of 
bloom. This generally occurs in early September and at this time a preview is given of 
new varieties to appear the following spring. Keep this period in mind as we have 
thousands of people who eagerly look forward to this occasion. 


CULTURE—Fuchsias love the shade and moisture and for this reason are well 
adapted for the shady side of buildings where they give a wealth of bloom. They respond 
to a rich soil and applications of well rotted manure is advocated with additional 
feedings of more concentrated plant food. They will not stand an outside temperature 
below 20 degrees Fahrenheit. 


PRICE—Price of all plants except where noted otherwise is as follows: 
From 4-inch pots, 50c each. 
Many varieties in larger sizes from $1.00 up. 
Trailing varieties in 10-inch hanging pots, $3.00 up. 
New Introductions in hanging pots at $4.00 up. 


SUBSTITUTIONS—When ordering by mail it would be wise to list a few substitute 
varieties in case certain ones ordered are out of stock. Otherwise we will use our discre- 
tion in making substitutions. 


SALES TAX—AII orders in California carry a 3% Sales Tax and should be added to 
remittance sent. Orders shipped outside of California are not subject to this tax. 


SHIPPING—We prepay all cash orders over $4.00 in California. Outside of California, 
shipping charges are to be paid by purchaser. Such orders will be sent charges collect 
if payment does not cover. For instance, four plants from four-inch pots will weigh 
five pounds packed for shipment and for each plant over four add one-half pound and 
rates from the different zones may be computed.

Double corolla of rich blue 
violet. Tube and outside base of up- 
turned white sepals deep flesh, inside of 
sepals blush, tipped pale green.

BLACK MAGIC (Hodges)—Double corolla 
of wide spreading curled and twisted pet- 
als of very deep purple and broad re- 
curved sepals of deepest red. $1.00 each. 


BLUE WAVES (Waltz) — Double corolla 
with waved petals of deep campanula 
violet, tube is flushed pink and upturned 
sepals are Neyron rose. The outer petals 
are splashed rose white, the center re- 
mains deep violet blue.

ROULETTE (Reiter Jr.) — A semi-trailing 
with brilliant double flowers of intense 
rose madder petals marbled pale rose at 
the base. Sepals are pale rose fading to 


white at base. 


SAN FRANCISCO (Reiter Sr.) — Trailing 
type. A rather thick translucent tube and 
the sepals are a pale carmine rose in the 
inside and carmine rose on the outside. 
Large single corolla of pure deep orange 
red. 


SNOW FLURRY (Schnabel) — A trailing 
semi-double near white of medium size 
with rosy flush at base of tube and pet- 
als. Arching to pendulous growth. 75c 
each. 


STREAMLINER (Tiret) — Patented. Long 
semi-double corolla of deep crimson and 
extra long twisted and curved crimson 
sepals.

CHAS. ABRAHAM— Upright single 
medium size flower, sepals red 
and corolla purple. 


CHERIE (Hodges) — Single corolla 
with blue-purple petals, near 
white at base, veined and rolled 
in at edges. Long broad rose-red 
upturned sepals. Medium upright 
growth.

ANTIGONE — Large loose 
growing plant with gor- 
geous single flowers of 
waxy white sepals and deep 
orange pink corolla.

COUNTESS OF ABERDEEN (Schnee- 
witchen)—A gem in the Fuchsias with 
small pale pink, sometimes white co- 
rolla, with white tube and sepals. 


COUNTRY COUSIN (Hodges)—Another one 
of the Hodges large open flowered singles 
of rich violet purple petals near white 
at base and heavily veined flesh color. 
Deep red tube and upturned sepals. 
Medium upright grower. 


ERECTA NOVELTY — Single white and 
light pink, corolla margined with rose. 
Flowers erect. 


FANFARE (Reiter Sr.)—Very large trum- 
pet shaped flower with an amazing rich 
coloring. Exceptional vigor and fine fo- 
liage. The long narrow tube and sharply 
pointed sepals of a varnished turkey red. 
The large flaring corolla is of pure scar- 
let. 


FULGENS — Mexico. Large, hairy, light 
green leaves with orange vermilion co- 
rolla, orange-pink tube with green tipped 
sepals. 


GAY SENORITA—Single bell shaped co- 
rolla deep lilac flushed rose with distinct 
light border edging the petals. Sepals 
long and spreading, deep rose red. Good 
grower and free flowering.

MAGELLANICA GRACILIS — Peru and 
Chile. Strong growing, almost climbing 
in habit. Small narrow leaves and small 
thin flowers with narrow red sepals and 
short purple corolla.

—Flowers same as Gracilis above with 
silvery white variegated foliage. 


MAXINE ELIZABETH (Tiret)—Single bell 
shaped corolla nearly white at base, 
deepening to rose-red toward orange- 
flushed petal edges. Long, upright sepals 
flushed pink on outside, salmon pink on 
inside. Strong upright grower with large 
flowers. 


MAZDA—Large single of crisp, deep car- 
mine, spreading corolla and gracefully 
recurved sepals. A prize winner. 


MINUET—Very floriferous in brilliant red 
sepals and purple single wide open co- 
rolla. Upright growth. 


MISS CALIFORNIA (Hodges) — Single to 
semi-double white with faintest pink 
glow inside corolla. Short tube and long 
broad pointed upturned sepals of me- 
dium pink shaded deeper pink. 


MORNING GLORY — Single orchid pink 
and pale pink. Corolla clear orchid pink, 
flaring as Sunset, sepals upturned pale 
pink. Free blooming, self-branching.

deep pink, opening perfectly 
flat, broad upturned crimson 
sepals. Upright bushy grower.
